had changed her. 
The great major­ 
ity of women preferred home life and 
m otherhood to anything 
else, 
and 
they alw ays would. 
If this had been 
denied som e women, who were fitted 
by nature and education for holding 
office, why shouldn't they 
seek 
it? 
Jsn’t It simply because we are not ac­ 
customed to seeing women In public 
office, that we are shocked 
by 
the 
idea? 


We accept the idea of 
a 
woman 
county superintendent, 
because 
we 
have become accustomed to that, but 
we hold up our hands In horror at 
the Idea of a woman congressman. 
The fact of the matter Is, that every 
political privilege 
that 
has 
been 
granted to men. as well as women, 
has been opposed by those who have 
political power and w ho do not wish 
to share It. 
The Czar did not wish 
to allow the Duma to share the sole 
political power that he exercised, but 
he was finally compelled to do so, and 
because he was so jealous of this pow­ 
er. the people have taken It from him. 
Society 
now 
demands 
that 
Its 
women shall be intelligent enough to 
discuss public questions, 
that 
they 
shall keep them selves Informed on 
the burning political questions of the 
day In order that they 
may 
teach 
their sons and enlighten patriotism, 
and yet it denies them the privilege 
of using that acquired know ledge for 
the benefit of their country, It de­ 
nies them the right 
to 
have 
their 
opinions counted, to steal half an 
hour once a year from their home du­ 
ties In order that they may record 


this opinion on the side of law and 


order. 
For, when all Is said for and 


against equal suffrage, the fart re­ 


mains that wherever 
women 
have 


voted, they have cast their ballots on 


the side of decency and righteousness.
